GOVERNMENT SURPLUS FOR 
7-MONTH PERIOD IS $33,000,000 


OTTAWA— The Canadian govern- 
ment had a surplus of $33,372,600 for 
the first seven months of the fiscal 
year, it was reported by Watson Sel- 
lar, comptroller of the treasury. From 
April 1 to October 31, receipts totalled 
$319,757,177 and disbursements $286,- 
384,577, At the same date last year 
Finance Minister Dunning faced a de- 
ficit of $64,003,380. The difference this 
year represents a turnover of $100,- 
000,000 and increases the hope of 
treasury officials a balanced budgev 
may be reported at the end of the 
fiscal year next March. 
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RECORD LOAD OF WHEAT 


Pierre Deshoux of Picardville deliv- 
ered a truck-load of wheat containing 
293 bushels of wheat to the Alberta 
Pool Elevator at that point, and J.E. 
Comeault, Pool agent, claims this to 
be a record for Western Canada. The 
wheat graded Two Garnet with one 
per cent dockage. In the pioneer days 
in the province wheat was delivered 
in wagons and 65 bushels was consid- 
ered a good load. With the introduc- 
tion of the auto truck, loads constant- 
ly increased until the average has 
reached around 200 bushels. Mr. De-

Soils Analysed by New Method 

The complete chemical analysis of a 
soil is a tedious and costly operation 
and seldom yields data on which fer- 
tilizer needs can be based with any 
degree of accuracy, True, the total 
amounts of plant food substances 
present can be determined with pre- 
cision but the proportion of these 
available for extraction by the grow- 
ing crop cannot be estimated very 
closely, Consequently the saying arose 
that the only way to gauge the fer- 
tilizer needs of a given soil was to 
try the fertilizers in the field and note 
the crop response, A short cut is re- 
presented by what is known as the 
Neubauer method in which rye plants 
are grown on the soil under test, re- 
moved while still in the seedling stage 
or 17 days after planting, dried in the 
oven and analysed. The amounts of 
the plant food substances found in 
the dry matter indicate in a measure 
the deficiency, abundance or excess of 
the available supply of these in the 
soil, 


Knowledge of the Soil 
The farmer’s ability to judge his 
crop needs was conceded by Thomas 
Carlyle, a century ago, when he said: 
“The simple husbandman can till his 
field and, by knowledge gained of its 
soil, plant it with the fit grain, though 


the deep rocks and central fires are | 


unknown to him, His little crop hangs 
under and over the firmament of stars 


and sails through whole untracked ce- | 


lestial spaces, between Aries and Li- 
bra; nevertheless it ripens for him in 
due time, and he gathers it safe jnto 
his barn.” In Carlyle’s day the only 
fertilizer known was barnyard man- 
ure, and soils were just beginning to 
show symptoms of phosphate deficien- 
cy. Since then the general use of com- 
mercial fertilizers has become estab- 
lished in the United Kingdom; in Can- 
ada the need is now widely recognized 
and the farmer is seeking expert ad- 
vice on the subject.

“Can Thatcher, the new rust-re- 
sistant wheat, be used as an early 
variety to replace Garnet?” 

Many farmers in Northern Alberta 
and Saskatchewan are asking that 
question; knowing, of course, that 
Thatcher is eligible to go into the 
Grades No. 1 and No, 2 Northern, 
from which Garnet is excluded, 

The results of thousands of tests, 
made by hundreds of “Crop Testing 
Plan” Elevator Agents, in co-opera- 
tion with many farmers and with 
Governmental Institutions, reveal de- 
finitely that Thatcher not only is the 
highest yielder of all spring wheats, 
but that in addition it is about three 
days earlier than Marquis. 

Because of this earliness, Thatcher 
certainly will escape damage from

At the regular monthly meeting of 
the council of the Municipal District 
of Carbon No, 278, on Tuesday, No- 
vember 2nd, all councillors were pres- 
ent with Reeve Geo. Webber in the

T therefore strongly advise farmers, 
who have decided to replace Garnet 
with Thatcher, to treat their Thatcher 
seed against smut and root rot dis- 
eases with a mercurial dust—either 
Ceresan or Lytosan—and particularly 
to use fertilizer, either amonium 
phosphate or triple superphosphate. 
These treatments will cause Thatcher 
to mature at least a week earlier than 
Marquis, making it about as early as 
Red Bobs or Reward and not more 
than two or three days later than 
Garnet.

HOME MADE CANDY MAKES 
POPULAR CHRISTMAS GIFTS 


Christmas is almost here. Times 
are hard and you are finding it diffi- 
cult to do much Christmas shopping. 
Why not plan to make a number of 
your gifts in your own kitchen? 

If you have allowed high-pressure 


salesmanship to commercialize your 
Christmas, you have lost the true 
spirit of the first Christmas. The 
loving thoughts back of the gift 


rather than the gift itself are what 
count most. This year the gifts 
should be inexpensive and practical, 
rather than expensive and useless, 
This latter type are usually wrapped 
away and forgotten. 

Why not visit your celiar shelves 
and take down a few jars of your 
best apple jelly? These would make 


very lovely gifts. When making 
your mincemeat, make a little extra 
and some of your fricnds would be 


very happy to receive a jar. 
A box of home-made candy is very 


much enjoyed by every member of 
the fam.ly. In many cases, the in- 
gredients used are better than in 
bought candy and it is certainly 
much cheaper. On the farm you 


have your own milk, cream and but- 
ter. These are some of the most ex- 
pensive ingredients of the candy. 


The temperature is one of the 
most important parts of candy mak- 
ing. While a thermometer is most 
accurate, a little practice means 
that the cold water test is quite 
valuable. Use cold water and see 
the kind of ball that a few drops 
of tiie candy will make in this cold 
water. Fudges and maple creams 
need to be boiled to the _ soft-ball 
stage, while butter 1 d taffies 
need to be boiled to the hard-ball 
stage. 

The humidity of the atmosphere is 


also important, It is harder to make 
good candy on a dull, cloudy day 
than on a bright, clear day, Boil the 


candy a little longer on a dull day. 
Have as little steam as possible in 
the kitchen. See that the kettle is 
not boiling. 

Candy is very apt to be grainy. 
This can be avoided by adding a 
little corn syrup, vinegar or cream 


of tartar. There is a chemical change 


takes place in the sugar and the ad- 
dition of one of these hastens the 
change. If the sugar does not make 
this change, the candy is sure to be 
grainy. 

Do not stir the candy while boil- 
ing. The sugar should be dissolved 
before the candy starts to boil Stir 
the sugar until it is dissolved If 
crystals oY sugar form onthe sides 
of the pan during the boiling, wpe 
them off with a small piece of 
cloth tied to a fork. If the candy is 
covered during the first half of the 
boiling, these crystals are melted by 
the steam and there is less danger 


of the candy becoming sugary 

If the candy is to be beaten, as in 
fudges and maple creams, allow the 
candy to cool before starting to beat. 
Cool the candy, until you can hold 
the pan comfortably on your hand, 


Do not cool the candy suddenly by 
setting the pan in cold water.
